had extended sloag this railroad 
with the FMneh and Anierlcan 
trenches on one side and the 

Germans on the other. While 
Hngineors were rebuilding rail 
roads and blown' up bridges as 
fast as possible the tteeehes and 
dugouts are just? about as they 
were left as the Germans re- 
treated. In many pisces the lines 
of barbed wire entiuKlements 
were only short distance apart. 
It sc<'iii(>(l almost unbelieveable 
to me that intricate system of 
trcnehee and llace of wire en 
tangleinont continued on and on 
for hundreds o miles along that 
great battle front. There are 
stlU great ammunition dump^ 
ooBtalnlnff Hteraily millions of 
all kinds of shells .still along 
here and all along the railroad 
linos were American soldiers. 
The roads are linediwith mites of 
Cimouflage both on the Allies's 
side of the line and the Germaga 
because it must be remembered 
that they Icnew how to camou- 
flago as Well as wo In one 
place I noticed wti^I appeared to 
be a smaU bill bat the Uenleii- 
ant told me It was all comouflugi' 
and that benjuth it could be biU- 
deu hundreds of men and tons of 
ammunition At another place a 
aaitow grsugcd rsilwaj ltd up to 

a hill and tMitered a dugOUt where 
the olticer said two regimttnts of 
our soldiers had' been concealed 
iu litilu underground city. It 
was practically the same on the 
(jieniian side of the line Oreat 
shell holes everywhere, fioering 
larger and fewer right lo the 
gates cjf .Mel/, which we reached 
after (our o'lslouli. Wc had un- 
til seven o'clock to get out of 
there but as it soon got dark we 
saw very little of the city. 1 
had a good supper iu a reataur 
•at near the a'ation among as 
WinnpnlUM grenp of peeple as 
fm could find I ate at the 
same tablu with some American 
soldiers and a civilian PieachSMB. 
The wsitreas spoke both French 
and Oerman; an EngUsb and

Yon Know I used U) be 
afraid to get into LoaieviBe in 
the night nnleae* 1 had a roem 
reserved, tearing that 1 would 
get no place to siay, but thsnks to 
thn kMN ninn ■nathn I have got 
ten over that until getting into 
Coblentz, a city of around sixty 
thousand at midnight did not 
worry . Yon know 1%. this 
war lifii thWe le always the op- 
portunity to \a%l not go to bed. 
I knew I would not be sdmitted 
to say hotel withont ' order 
from the U. S. billeting otBcer.so 
after about an honrs walk, I lo- 
cated him. only to be told that 
every available ptace was filled. 
Vfhile I was Maading there 
scratching my head, two Cap- 
tains and a Lieutenant came in 
on the same errand as aiyself 
snd received the same kind of a 
reception. While we were pon- 
dering on a goo4 place to stay up 
the billeting ofhoer bad an idea 
He said he ha* bed* laMrrisd at 
aceitaia place for two Cktlonels 
and two Majors and we might 
riak taking them. The Captains 
iiidr they ' t^ongHr they cotDcTbe 
Colonels for the night if the 
Lieutenant and I could talce the 
part of Majors. As I hsd sat ap 
all night ea the train the night 
before, I was ready for anything 
so after another half mile walk 
and the help of two Oerman po 
lioemen we foond the jUaoa in a 
private home. We sonifdsd the 
alarm and after a (ime a middle 
aged woman csme to ^Mdooi who 
spehe Mrly good Maglm iM re 
ceived ns kindly._. She put us to 
bed inquiring if we would brealc- 
Isatiheia the ^aist pffniag 
which I did. I do BOt^'know 
what became of the ofKcers. The 
next day I was sent to another 
Get man home where I spent 
three nights. You know under 
the terms of the armistice, the 
German government most fur. 
niHh this lodging and it is done 
in thia way and is free to mem- 
bers of the A. B F. Coblentz is 
the headquarter of the Y. M. C.

I spent three days thofe beibrel 
was assigned for work The peo-

The ftet is thdy 
are doing all they can to please 
the Americans, because they ex- 
pect something, snd are pinning 
their faith to the Americans to 
save tbemselrea, but they will 
never escape the full responsibil- 
ity of this war and f do not be- 
Usee they wilT feel even the 
American soldiers by tbeir forced 
kiudae.ss. When I see it, it only 
brings to my mind that only a 
few months ago these ssaie 
people weiR parading these Mime 
streets with b.<iids playing and 
flags flying because the news bad 
rteehed them that thoir iafsnul 
submarines had sunk another 
ship load of innocent women and 
children, or Red Cross nurses 
and wounded soldiere. Why. 
while I was in Cohleoti I saw

ing Gcrs^ MrBJ.fg II 
through wHh iylaff eelors sb4 
tbe populstkm Oovcring them 
with dowers snd waving hand- 
kerchiefs Just as though they 
were victors iasloed of s hsoeh 
of whipped cubs.

I bought 
practically the same meal in Cob- 
lentz as in Paris snd at little 
more tl|M half the coet. The Y. 
M. d. A. ta Coblents b eerving a 
better meal in Coblentz for two 
and a half francs than they serve 
in Paris or other French cities 
for five. The city of Coblentz 
todaj looks more like one of our 
American cities than any place I 
have ssen sines I Isft home. 
Broad aireeta. modera ' haild 
iogs, beautiful shop windows, 
stocked with practically every* 
thiag eaa aoeds. 11iey are 
really so much like our own 
shop windows that it made me 
homesick and yet they howl to 
the world oatsida that they are 
atarving. 

Coblentz 's really a lovely little 
city lituated on tbe lUune at tbe 
mouth of the Moeelle, wUoh X 
think is agreed to be the most 
beautiful river of Germany. The 
principal part of the city is on 
tb« weetcrn bank of the Rhine 
and on s plain just abjve the 
river, while justacrosi the river 
one of the old fortress castles for 
whieh the Rhiac is faiMas rises 

to ahnost four hundred feet in 
perpendicular natural stone or 
concrete, above the river. This 
fort is oocapied hy oar troops now 
snd I was told that with all its 
walls and passagewavs it would 
accooftodale a defending army wf 
more thaa afarty tlmasand Bsen. I 
talked the military police out of 
a pass to cross tbe river sod 

visit tha tori It is a woaderful 

place and |tbe view for miles up 
aud down the Uhine and the 
Moselle valley is one never to be 
forgottan. This old fort was first 
bsgnn by ths Roouins in the nth 
century. Nttp>leon (H-cupied the 
tQwn on bis famous march to 
Ijoaeew aad a statne erected by 
him still stands though the in* 
scription has been so changed 
that it aeens now to be for a 
difareat parposa lUa that for 
whlohltaaseiaetsd. Tholalser 
hss a Royal PaUce here where 
he spent part ol ths saauasrs with 
all his ooert It will ba a mighty 
oold summer before be spends 
another here. I attended an 
Amer^een Church service htst 
Snsd^y in the Chapel of this 
9« in the atternoen and 
another at evening in another

see him. He told me there were 
somq Kockcasrle boys in this old 
fort ecross the Rhine, bat I oaty 
had a short timik before, my pass 
over the elver was out, I did not 
get to see them. 1 saw one 
aiiher but as I did not know him 
very , well at home csndet call 
his name. 1 crossed over the 
river in a feiry but us I came 
back. I walked the old pontoou 
l^ridge which is one of the oldest 
things about the town aad pic 
tures of which you have doabt 
less seen many time. 

On tbe last day of the year, I 
was sent up .hero to Bithurg, a 
little town several Kilometres 
from the Luxembarg border and 
almost due norto of Triers 
(Treves). I caught a daylight 
ride from Cobieniz up the Mo- 
selle to Triere and it is wonder- 
ful ride. The railroad winds 
right up the beautiful rivei, the 
banks of which look uiiuosl like 
cliffs for hundreds of fset* It 
does not look like a goat, much 
lesss man could get up iheiu 
and yet these Gormans ha\e ter. 
raced those banks from tbe bikh 
water msrk np and have them 
covered with viiiey arils. In the 
first place I do not see how they 
have done it and then how in the 
world it can pay for the outlay of 
money and labor necessary to do 
it I do not like this ountry or 
the people. Ooc thing I suppose 
ie that I had jnet gotten to where

The Mth dslmi they 
will bo the first of this part of tbe 
army to . go home and I cer- 
tainly hope so, because I think 
that will at least give aw a chaaoo 
to get beek into Prance. 

This is a mighty long lette r, 
but will possibly be the last one 
I will write yoa st Issst tor a long 
time. I want to give everybody 
my very best wishes for a happy 
new year.
